Some $4,000,000 
worth of the vanished gems were said 
at the time to have been smuggled 
to this coast from Siberia. Efforts 
of Williams and his cohorts, how- | 
ever, failed to reveal anything der?- 
nite, at least so far as published in- 
formation went.

There was not one who marched 
but had some vital injury in the 
war preventing him from normal em- 
ployment. There was not one who 
was sound and few who did nyt 
present some frightful disfigure- 
ment to the gaze of the multitudes 
of sightseers, thousands of whom 
wept openly as the parade crept by, 
First came the “Grands Blesses” | 
in wheeled chairs and on stretchers, 
a few carried by relatives. One leg- 
less man was carried by his wife 
on her back. Then came hundreds 
of blind men led by children born 
when Verdun's guns were booming. 
Following that division came the 
men with one leg, men with one 
arm, men with no arms, and then 
the “smashed mugs”. This is the 
grim name taken by the mengwhose 
faces were destroyed by shrapnel or 
explosives. 
There were men with noses 
men with no chins, and men 
only half a head. Never has there 


off, 


been such a tremendous spectacle 
since wars began. Just as when 
the armistice was declared six years 
ago, the skies were leaden, seem- 
ing to lend their influence to the 
utter sclemnity’ of the occasion. 

Over all was an overwhelming 
silence—the silence of the wrecks 
who marched and the silence of the 
horrified multitude who watched. 

As if to add a touch of reality to 
the occasion, just as the first ranks 
crossed the Seine, big guns “hun- 
dered the full republican salute. A 
long shudder ran through the march- 
ing ranks as the cannon seemed 
to symbolize the acceptance of their 
plea.

overs. Very few vegetables need 
be bought especinlly for soups. 
There is always Cnougn waste from 
a bunch of celery for cream of 
cclery soup. Litthe “smidges” of 
left-over vegetables nay be used in 
making vegetable soup. Bones from 
Seef steak, leg of lamb, chicken, ete., 
may be made use cf for meat stock, 
or if special soup meat is bought, ! 
the meat after the stock has been} 


chopped and attractively seasoned 
and flavored and made into entrees 
or croquettes—so that you need 
charge the price of the scup meat 
to the soup.

Ham- Rammekins: This calls for 
a cup and a half of finely chopped 
cooked ham. To this add two slight- 
ly beaten egg yolks, four table- 
spoons cf milk, a little mustard, 
a quarter teaspoon of powdered 
mixed herbs, and salt and ‘pepper 
to taste. Have ready six buttered 
rammekin cases and fill each three- 
quarters full of the mixture.
